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The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The data in 
Table 1 in the specification establishes that the tensile strength and percentage 
elongation at break parameters recited in independent claim 1 are result effective 
parameters. As such, they constitute In re Antonie, 195 USPQ 6 at 8, exceptions to the 
general rule against optimizing operating conditions. The prior art fails to teach or 
suggest the ink layer recited in independent claim 22.
